Dynamite Inquiry Resumed With the 
District Atorney In Personal Charge 
—Charges Are Floating of a Con- 
Spiracy of Politicians, Police and 
Mill Officials to Create Strike Dis- 
turbances Last January 


Boston, Sept. 11.—The inquiry into 
the alleged “dynamite plot” at Law- 
rence during the recent strike was re- 
sumed before the Suffolk county grand 
jury, with District Attorney Pelletier 
in personal charge. 


Among those who appeared, pre- 
sumably for the purpose of testifying 
before the grand jury, were Lambert 
Hollander of Amesbury, ldayor Scan- 
lon of Lawrence, Attorney John 
Walsh, Joseph Assaf, Urbano Di 
Pratto, Phillip Holland and Moses L. 
Shuttleworth of Lawrence, the latter 
being agent of the Washington mills 
of that city. 

In the indictment against William M. 
Wood, president of the American 
Woolen company; Frederick Atteaux 
and Dennis J. Collins of Cambridge, 
it was alleged that dynamite was 
placed in the houses of Holland, As- 
saf and Di Pratto with intent to un- 
lawfully injure certain persons. 

District Attorney Pelletier has sum- 
moned Commissioner of Public Safety 
Lynch and James Daly, one of the 
highest salaried employes of the mill 
owners. 


It is understood that Pelletier is

now seeking information on charges | 


that the members of the police depart- 
ment and prominent politicians in that 
city were under cotrol of the mill 
owers, and through this 
these men were instrumental in creat- 
ing riots and disturbances which 
characterized the strike in that city 
and for which the strikers were 
blamed. It is claimed that these 
members of the police department and 
politicians instigated these riots and 
disturbances with the idea of preju- 
dicing the public against the strikers. 

Among the witnesses before the 
grand jury previously was  ex-City 
Marshal O’Sullivan, who had been 
appointed head of the police depart- 
ment at the inauguration of the city 
government in Lawrence last Janu- 
ary. He was opposed to the send- 
ing of the militia to Lawrence when 
that plan was being discussed, claim- 
img that the people were peacefully 
disposed and law abiding. He was 
deposed by Commissioner Lynch, 
however, and another man selected in 
his stead.

75,000 REPORTeD DEAD 


Story of Desolation Says a Million 
People Homeless 

Shanghai, Sept. 11.—That the 
number of deaths in the typhoon which 
swept Chekiang province Aug. 29 was 
nearer 75,000 than 35,000, as at first 
reported, was indicated in messages 
received from Hangchow, the pro- 
vincial capital. 

The number of homeless and desti- 
tute, it is stated, runs close to a mil- 
lion. Local relief committees are 
doing their best to relieve the situ- 
ation. Several foreign missionaries 
are reported to have been drowned. 

The suddenness of the catastrophe 
was appalling. The storm began 
early in the morning and during the 
forenoon the wind attained hurricane 
violence. About the time for high 
tide there came a torrential downpour 
of rain, emptying into the Yellow Sea 
along the Chekiang coast. 

The water rose faster than a man 
could run, and the coast towns were 
inundated. Then the water receded 
with a rush, carrying several towns 
with all inhabitants to sea. 

Wenchow, with a population of 
80,000 was among the cities practi- 
cally obliterated. Of Chu-Chow and 
Tsin Tien, also, little remains, and 
of Koneo nothing is left whatever.

Breen was convicted of “planting” 
dynamite during the recent textile 
strike here and fined $500. After 
Breen’s conviction a petition was cir- 
culated asking his recall as a member 
ot the school board. 

But 999 votes were cast as against 
a normal vote of about 10,000. Dooley 
received 763 and Breen 108.

Governor Woodrow Wilson declared 
himself satisfied with the outcome of 
the gubernatorial election in Maine. 
“I think the results are very satis- 
factory indeed,” he said “based on 


the results of both four years 
ago and two years ago. Two 
years ago the Republicans were 


divided, but this time they were unit- 
ed. That makes a great difference. 
In 1904, as I remember, a Republi- 
cun governor was elected by 25,000. 
President Taft's majority was about 
14,000.

CLAPTRAP BY 
UNDERWOOD 


Tariff Duties Not Paid by Users 
of American Goods. 


HIS ADDRESS SHOULD BE READ 


Workers Will Recognize His Distortion 
of Figures and Facts and Will Not 
Be Beguiled by it—Shows How Hard 
Pushed the Democrats Are For an 
Argument. 


It is to be hoped that every Ameri- 
can worker in the various industries 
protected by the tariff will read the 
address of Mr. Underwood, Democrat- 
ic feager in the house of representa- 
tives, in which he sets forth as taxa- 
tion the tariff duties on articles in 
ordinary use. There is nothing novel 
in the Underwood distortion of tariff 
figures and facts. It is as threadbare 
as free trade, as threadbare as the 
American workingman would soon be 
if be should allow himself to be beguil- 
ed by Underwood and other votaries 
of the late Confederate constitution 
into the surrender of Republican pro- 
tection. 

It is true, as Underwood says, that 
the tariff taxes he describes are im- 
posed on articles such as he describes 
—woolen clothing, shoes, the tin pail, 
window pane, carpet, etc., but he is 
wholly and deliberately wrong and 
misleading when he says that the du- 
ties in question are imposed on or ad- 
ded to the cost of these articles, as 
used in the ordinary American family. 

The tariff tax is imposed on goods 
manufactured abroad and imported for 
sale in competition with goods made in 
America by American workers earning 
American wages. 

The man or woman who is satisfied 
with the product of American labor— 
and nine-tenths of the American people 
are so satisfied—has no tariff tax to 
pay, and this is shown by the fact that 
the American article, with its manu- 
facture fostered by protection, is often 
cheaper in price than the imported 
would be without paying tariff duties. 

The tariff duties prevent excessive 
imports. which would flood the mar- 
ket, as imported goods flooded the 
nurket under the tariff reductions 
inade by the Democratic Wilson bill of 
1804, reducing not only the tariff, but 
reducing also the demand for American 
goods and for American labor to make 
American goods. 

Mr. Underwood’s statement is cheap 
claptrap. We had supposed. that style 
of talk too moldy and cobwebbed for 
further exercise, and the fact that it is 
again dragged out of the discard proves 
how hard pushed the free trade Democ- 
racy is for something to bolster its 
waning cause.

It is needless to say that every sup- 
porter of Woodrow Wilson and every 
sympathizer with Theodore Roosevelt 
in his refusal to recognize the citizen- 
ship of the southern negro, is opposed 
to Mr. Wickersham in his battle for 
equal rights and fair treatment for 
colored Americans. 

The action of the executive commit- 
tee of the Bar association in revok- 
ing the election of three colored mem- 
bers, gentlemen of spotless profession- 
al standing and excellent personal 
character, by their local committees, 
was outrageously, cruelly unjust and 
ought to be repudiated by every 
reputable lawyer in the United States. 
It was a concession to that southern 
Democratic prejudice which seeks to 
crush the spirit of manly aspiration 
in the negro’s breast and to tolerate 
him only as a laborer on the planta- 
tions and for the households where his 
ancestors were slaves. It amounts to 
an attempt to nullify the constitution 
of the United States, as amended after 
the rebellion, by men whose sacred 
obligation and welcome duty it should 
be to support that instrument in their 
every act as lawyers and as citizens. 

In their resolute backing of Assist- 
ant Attorney General Lewis against

WILSON WOULD REPEAL ALL 
PROTECTIVE TARIFF LAWS.

The following is taken from 
an address delivered by Pro- 
fessor Woodrow Wilson before 
the tariff? goard in 1882, showing 
his views then on the question 
of the tariff and the distinct an- 
nouncement of his position as 

a free trader, opposed to all 
tariffs except merely for the pur- 
pose of raising revenue: 

“But the danger of imposing 
protective duties is that when 
the policy is once embarked 
upon it cannot be easily receded 
from. Protection is nothing 
more than a bounty, and when 
we offer bounties to manufactur- 
ers they will enter into indus- 
tries and build up interests and 
when at a later day we seek to 
overthrow this protective tariff 
we must hurt somebody and of 
course there Is objection. They 
will say, “l'housands of men will 
be thrown out of employment 
and hundreds of people will lose 
their capital." This seems very 
plausible; but 1 maintain that 
manufacturers are made better 
manufacturers whenever they 
are thrown upon their own re- 
sources and left to the natural 
competition of trade. 

* * oe * * * * 

“Protection also hinders com- 
merce immensely. The English 
people do not send as many 
goods to this country as they 
would if the duties were not so 
much and in that way there is 
a restriction of commerce and 
we are building up manufactor- 
ies here at the expense of com- 
merce. We are holding our- 
selves aloof from foreign coun- 
tries in effect and saying. ‘We 
ure sufficient to ourselves; we 

‘* wish to trade, not with England, 
but with each other.’ I main- 
tain that it is not only a_per- 
nicious system, but a corrupt 
system.” 

By Commissioner Garland: 

Q “Are you advocating the re- 
peal of all tariff laws?" 

A. “Of all protective tariff 
laws; of establishing a tariff for 
revenue merely. It seems to me 
very absurd to maintain that we 
shall have free trade between 
different portions of this country 
and at the same time shut our- 
selves ouffrom free communica- 
tion with other producing coun- 
tries of the world. If it is neces- 
sary to impose restrictive duties 
on goods brought from abroad it 
would seem to me as a matter 
of logic, necessary to impose 
similar restrictions on goods 
taken from one state of this 
Union to another. That follows 
as a necessary consequence; 


there is no escape from it.” 


HAS CHANGED AS CANDIDATE. 


Woodrow Wilson’s Speeches Now Those 
of Office Seeker, 

Scattered among the platitudes of 
Dr. Wilson's speech of acceptance are 
some truths None is more significant 
than this: 

“We stand in the presence of an 
awakened nation, impatient of partisan 
make believe.” 

Following which he makes believe 
that he is telling the voters of the coun- 
try his position on the campaign issues. 
No one has yet been able to determine 
from a reading of the speech precisely 
what that position is. Some slight en- 
lightenment comes from time to time 
in his later utterances, like, for ex- 
umple, the declaration the other day 
that Tammany is to be safe from his 
assaults; but none of it is satisfying. 

Dr. Wilson, in the preconvention 
days, was represented to the country 
as a scholarly gentleman, too lofty of 
mind to practice the wiles of the pro- 
fessional politician, too earnest in the 
cause of good government to be aught 
but frank and fearless in his expres- 
sion, too unselfish to put private ambi- 
tion above the public weal, too idealis- 
tic in character to truckle to the forces 
of evil in the nation. 

But how singularly he has masked 
all of these qualities since William 
Jennings Bryan forced his nomination 
at Baltimore. 

There is no difference, save in the 
purity of the English, between his 
speeches and the speeches of the pro- 
fessional office seeker of the worst 
period in American politics. He steps 
pussy footed over all the large ques- 
tions of the day. He exhibits a sus- 
piciously broad tolerance for ‘all ele- 
Ments in the body politic, even the 
elements which, to nominate him, Bry- 
an found it expedient to denounce by 
hame in the convention. There is 
none of the rugged frankness of ut- 
terance that characterized his writings 
in the days before he was inoculated 
with the virus of political ambition. 
He is proving over apt as an advanced 
student of practical politics. 

It is not a pleasant nor a heartening 
exhibition be makes of himself. The 
tight minded citizen can feel nothing 
but sadness in contemplating a man 
ef education and culture so intent 
upon partisan and personal victory 
that he sacrifices those ideals of truth 
and honesty for which he has always 
stood to fawn upon and honeyfugle 
the voters. 

Dr. Wilson as a candidate is not in 
character with the Dr. Wilson that 
was pictured to us prior to the Baltt- 
more convention.

A NEW PARTY 


Five Cornered Contest Now 
For Electors 


BURLEIGH WLL BE SENATOR 


Unity of Republican Party tn Maine 
No Longer Exists—Progressives 
Have Come Out as Separate Party 
For Presidential Electors—Unoffi- 
cial Returns Give 22 Republican Ma- 
jority in Joint House 


Portland, Me., Sept. 11.—Maine 
emerged from the state election in 
which the Republicans were victori- 
ous, to find herself in the throes of 
another political contest, with five 
parties instead of four in the race for 
the six presidential electoral votes. 

The Progressive party came into 
being after the announcement of the 
election of William T. Haines for gov- 
ernor, three out of four representa- 
tives to congress, and a Republican 
majority in the legislature which will 
choose a United States senator. For- 
mer Congressman Edwin C. Burleigh 
received the Republican preférential 
vote for senator at the recent pri- 
maries. 

The action of the Progressive party 
was made known by Halbert P. Gard- 
ner, a national committeeman in 
Maine, who said the Progressives 
were now a sparate organization. ’ 

Governor Frederick W. Plaisted was 
defeated for re-election by Hon. 
William T. Haines by a plurality of 
less than 6000 votes, in the closest 
election in the history of the state. 


WILLIAM T. HAINES 
The Republicans also gained one 


congressman, defeating Samuel L. 
Gould in the Third district and. elect- 
ing Forrest Goodwin, a former presi- 
flent of the state senate. 

Congressman Daniel J. MeGillicud- 
dy, Democrat, was re-elected in the 
Second district, defeating William B. 
Skelton, former mayor of Lewiston, 
by a reduced plurality over two years 
ago. 

Congressman Asher C. Hines, Re- 
publican, was re-elected in the First 
district, deteating Michael T. O’Brien. 
In the Fourth district Congressman 
frank E. Guernsey, Republican, was 
elected over Charles W. Mullen of 
Bangor.

THREE STATES 
FEEL STORM 


One Man Killed b b) Lightning 
and Others Injured 


Boston, Sept. 12.—One man was 
killed and a large amount of property 
destroyed and damaged by a violent 
electrical and hail storm which swept 
New England yesterday afternoon, 
William J. Doran, who conducted 
a dairy farm in Medford was struck 
by lightning while drawing water in 
his yard, and died within half an 
hour. 

It is estimated that $100, 000 worth 
of tobacco was destroyed in Con- 
necticut, and in other sections many 
people were shocked by bolts of light- 
ning and buildings set afire. 

In Plymouth the lightning struck 
trolley poles and trees, severely 
crippled the trolley service, which 
also suffered in Connecticut, and a 
number of people were injured in 
Providence by the fire department in 
responding to incipient fires.

Now Demand | Surrender of Agua) 
Prieta on Border 


AMER CANS HARSHLY TREATED 


The Victory at Ojinaga Proved to Be 
by the Rebels and Not by the Gov- 
ernment, as at First Reported— 
Zapatistas Endeavoring to Stop 
Running of Railroad—Salazar Liv- 
ing High ; 


Marfa, Tex,, Sept. 12.—The fed- 
eral garrison at Ojinaga, Mexico, 
opposite Presidio, Tex., has surren- 
dered to the rebels, according to ad- 
vices reaching here from Ojinaga. 
General Sanchez, in command of the 
fedorals, was in Presidio at the time 
of the surrender trying to get more 
ammunition for his men, 

Five men are reported killed in the 
Ojinaga fighting, but on which side 
hag not been specified in despatches 
received here. Preparations to es- 
tablish a wireless station here were 
begun by a detachment of the Twenty- 
fourth United States signal corps, 
from Fort Russell. The new station 
will be available to transmit news of 
border troubles in the Big Bend coun- 
try to El Paso. It is expected prompt 
communication will be maintained in 
this manner with Presido across the 
river from Ojinaga. ‘ 

The rebel leader, Colonel Antonio 
Rojas, formally demanded the sur- 
render of Agua Prieta. Unless. the 
town were surrendered within twenty- 
four“ hours Rojas would attack with 
one thousand men. The federal gar- 
rison numbers two hundred. 

The demand for the surrender of 
Agua Prieta was brought into. the city 
by John Scott, an American who was 
first taken prisoner by Rojas and 
liberated on condition that he bring 
the rebel commander’s challenge to 
the federal chief. Scott said that 
Rojas had nine hundred well-armed 
men and well-equipped men at Cabul- 
lona, twelve miles south of Agua 
Prieta. 

Mexico City, Sept. 12,.—Rebels 
fired on a passenger train of the Na- 
tional railroad bound for Cuernavaca, 
state of Morelos, about fifty miles 
from here. The engineer was wound- 
ed. The rebel fire was returned from 
the train. No further details have 
been learned, Zapatistas a few days 
ago announced thé@y would prevent 
operation cé trains on this branch of 
the National railroad after Sept. 10. 

The ranch of J. D. Burke, an Am- 
erican, near Jatacingo, state of Vera 
Cruz, was reported to have been 
sacked by Zapatistas and Burke and 
members of his family to have been 
brutally treated. No details are avail- 
able. 

Douglas, Ari.,,Sept. 12,—With his 
four hundred followers living on the 
fat of the land, Inez Salazar, ‘the rebel 
general, is moving slowly to the west 
along the international boundary. He 
is closely watched by United States 
cavalrymen, following the rebel move- 
ments from the American side. Sala- 
zar and his small army remain at a 
ranch until all the choicest cattle and 
provisions are consumed and then 
move a few miles west, slowly near- 
ing Agua Prieta, opposite Douglas. 


Republican For Wilson 
Gloucester, Mass., Sept. 12.—Af- 
ter having been a lifelong Republican, 
and serving the city in the capacity of 
warden in ward 6 for the past ten 
years, Alonzo M. Tufts has téndered 
his resignation to the municipal coun- 
cil as warden, and has severed all 
connection with the Republican party 
to join the ranks of the Democrats, 
and to work for Woodrow Wilson, 


Struck on Aviation Field 

Hempstead, L. Sept. 11.— 
George Monnord of NeW York, a stu- 
dent of aviation, was badly injured 
by Eustare Salinais, a lMeutenant of 
the Mexican army, who is learning 
aviation with a view of entering the 
campaign in Mexico. Monnord was 
struck by one of the propellor blades 
while witnessing a flight being made 
and knocked nearly 30 feet.

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A Political Blunder 


It hasn’t been easy to approve the 
selection of Senator Lodge as chair- 
fnan of the forthcoming Republican 
State Convention, nor is it easy for 
one to disapprove, who holds such a 
high regard for the gentleman under 
discussion as does the writer. On 
many oceasions, in speech and in 
print, it has been a privilege to pay 
tribute to the wonderful genius, 
ability, and high standing as a states- 
man, possessed by Senator Lodge. 
No man stands higher than he in the 
entire country as a gifted leader of 
the best political thought, contribut- 
ing to the most- important develop- 
ment of the government of the na- 
tion. The writer feels deeply that 
Massachusetts is indebted to him 
very largely for the hold she still 
has upon the nation as a_ power- 
ful force in shaping government. 
History will record its tribute to him 
in no uncertain way, and the people 
of the nation today who know, uni- 
versally rejoice in, his rare equipment 
for public service. 

But these are no ordinary times; 
the state of Massachusetts is not in 
a mood to be fair to either one of 
her Senators at the present moment. 
It is doubtful if Senator Lodge could 
poll ten thousand votes in the entire 
state were he a candidate for elective 
office at this present moment. The 
Republican party over which he is 
to preside in the convention is split 
almost in two over an issue that is 
dominated by noise and controlled 
by the spirit of misrepresentation 
and distrust. To place Senator 
Lodge in the position of leading into 
harmonious action a body of politi- 
cians who are as widely divided as 
is the Republican party at the pres- 
ent moment is to wave a red flag in 
the faces of many of these people 
who typify at this time “the angry 
bull.” They have no use for him. 
To them he stands as the very em- 
bodiment of-everything that the Re- 
publican party has done wrong in the 
state during the past ten years. He 
has never been a harmonizer. He 
has been sure of his position, and has 
never felt it wise to compromise. 
We will admire him for this quality 
in years to come almost universally, 
as today many of us do quietly and 
in a meagre minority, but it doesn’t 
change the fact in the least that he 
possesses all these qualities of states- 
manship that make of him an un- 
desirable man to make prominent in 
‘the present crisis among the Repub- 
icans of Massachusetts. 

With the new order of affairs now 
dominating so much of the political 
activity in such a way that mob and 
mass have taken the place of individ: 
ual study and direction, to bring 
Senator Lodge back into this promi- 
nent place at this time is a serious 
mistake. We cannot make many 
such mistakes in the next two months 
and go very far in the contest we 
ought to make in this particular sec- 
tion of the country to continue Re- 
publican rule in the nation. 


“The Machine” 


Wouldn’t it be good if there were 
a hundred men in Massachusetts 
possessing as much political sense 
as Wm. F. Garcelon and also the 
ability to write the sense into words 
as effectively as he does! ‘In _ his 
Newton Times this week he talks on 
“Machines” as follows: 


“Someone has suggested that he 
would like to see a campaign for 
some high office conducted without 
a display of spread eagle politics. 
One of the silliest things that has ap- 
peared in politics during the last few 
weeks has been the attempt of both 
Mr. Benton and Mr. Walker to pin 
the machine badge on the other. 
Whenever Mr. Walker has been 
elected to public office, he has re- 
ceived the support of ‘the machine, 
and he should be grateful to any .or- 
ganization which has advanced him 
so far as he has already advanced. 

“So far as Mr. Benton is concerned, 
those who are personally acquainted 
with his political associates of the 
past ten or fifteen years know that 
he has been hand in glove with the 
men who have constituted the so- 
called machine, and they do not be- 
lieve that now he is at swords’ points 
with any of his old friends. 

“The cry of ‘machine’—‘machine’ 
is simply a_ political dodge today, 
which at the present time is un- 
worthy of any man who is running 
as a candidate for the Republican 
nomination. If we were to attempt 
to investigate the ‘machine’ itself 
and learn of what it is really com- 
posed, we fear that we should enter 
a maze from which we should not 
emerge until after election. If by 
“machine” is meant four or five lead- 
ers of the party who have generally 
been called bosses by the Democrats, 
we beg to call to the attention of 
the candidates the fact that practi- 
cally none of these gentlemen have 
declared their preference. We would 
also point out to the candidates that 
the Republican ‘machine’ has been 
taken apart for repairs, and_ that 
those most interested in the welfare 
of the Republican party are now do- 
ing their best to save as many of 
the parts as possible, and to recon- 
struct an organization along modern 
lines. 

“The efficiency of government de- 
pends upon the character of men 
elected to office. The character of 
the men elected to office depends 
largely upon the sort of an organiza- 
tion which they have behind them to 
bring about their election. The 
strength of an organization depends 
upon the machine which is behind it. 
The strength of the machine is made 
by the men who are willing to devote 
time and energy and money to the 
upbuilding of the organization. 
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“The Democrats have shouted 
about ‘bosses’ and ‘machine rule’ un- 
til they have made a certain number 
of Republicans believe that they 
were being bossed. In the meantime 
the Democrats have built up a splen- 
did organization, boss- ruled to be 
sure, but one that is getting results. 
Neither Mr, Cavanaugh, who is man- 
aging Mr. Benton’s campaign, nor 
Mr. Saunders, who is managing the 
campaign of Mr. Walker, show much 
political sense at this time by dis- 
claiming the support of the Republi- 
can machine, The cry might have 
been effective a year ago, but the 
world moves and the Republicans 
who shuddered at the word ‘machine’ 
have gone over to the Progressive 
party. 


Editorial Cinders 


We don’t know but that there may 
be more interesting matter published 
than that which appears under “Joe 
Smith’s Monday Meditations” in the 
Herald on each Monday morning, 
but we haven’t run across such ma- 
terial in a good while. As a guide, 
philosopher, friend—and enemy, 
there are few people who cen set 
forth their lines along any one of 
these particular paths in such an en- 
tertaining fashion as can the sage 
of Lowell. His pen is pointed all the 
time, and just at the present mo- 
ment when the humbuggery of the 
biggest humbug in the world is at- 
tracting the attention of most writers, 
he is not constrained. On the con- 
trary, he is setting forth with all the 
vivid coloring for which he is famous, 
his ideas upon the present presiden- 
tial contest, and his views of the 
current political issues, in such a way 
as to make of this one feature of 
the Herald a sufficiently attractive 
feature to offset many of the other 
stupid and silly so-called “improve- 
ments” they have made. Many of us 
very naturally wish that the column 
might be extended to a_half-page 
rather than, as is frequently the case, 
contracted to less than its old accus- 
tomed length of a couple of columns. 
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The satisfaction over the political 
result in Maine does not seem to be 
entirely unmixed. Hardly had the 
votes been counted which showed 
that a united Republican party had 
recovered its ground and regained 
control of state affairs, a United 
States Senator, and three out of four 
Congressmen elected, before one af- 
ter another of the prominent figures 
in the fight declared their intentions 
of supporting the_big Bull Moose. 
This isn’t pleasage to contemplate, 
for unfortunately there is still a lot 


‘of truth in the saying that “as Maine 


goes so goes the nation.” If she 
really could dominate the nation and 
would hold together, the fight would 
be won, but the holding together 
dovs not promise to materialize any 
more in Maine than it does in the 
rest of the great states of the coun- 
try. Some day the reign of hum- 
buggery will be over, but it doesn’t 
look really promising for material- 
ization before the fifth of November.

Located 
in the building where good fellowship 
has already got a good foothold, this 
should make much stronger the 
union idea among the boys of the 
school. The basement of the Arch- 
aeology Building affords ample room 
for a very effective lay- out, and 
Phillips boys now have in this par- 
ticular equipment a splendid place 
for fraternizing which cannot fail to 
make increased Phillips loyalty. 
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That is a pretty good motto which 
Mayor Fitzgerald has set before the 
boys of Boston for the coming year 
in his attempt to have them subscribe 
to the old Athenian pledge. Just to 
read it must make better citizens, 
and to know it, could not fail to in- 
spire a deal of civic pride in even the 
untrained and immature lad not yet 
in his teens. There are a lot of 
things about the versatile Boston 
Mayor that many dislike very much, 
but there are many more things that 
one has to give him credit for, along 
this line referred to, and*many other 
Opportune matters.

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SCHOOL ACTIVITIES RENEWED 


Public Schools Reopened Monday. 
Phillips Academy Has Usual 
Large Enrolment 


The school year at Phillips Acad- 
emy opened with the regular en- 
trance examinations on Tuesday and 
Wednesday of this week, recitations 
following immediately at the close of 
the examinations. Indications point 
to a slightly larger school than last 
year, as increased dormitory facilities 
will make it possible to care for a 
few more boys. The enrolment for 
the past year—566—has been felt by 
the trustees to be as large as should 
be permitted, and hence to meet the 
increasing demand for admission 
nearly all senior applicants have 
this-year been rejected. Apparently 
some further steps may still be tieces- 
sary to keep sthe numbers. within 
bounds. In spite of the fact that the 
majority of senior applicants were 
this year refused admission, about 
fifteen more new boys have regis- 
tered than had registered on the cor- 
responding date last year. 

Phillips Hall has been entirely re- 
modeled, and will be again available 
for dormitory purposes. Adams Hall, 
the latest addition to the school’s 
dormitory equipment, was completed 
during the summer, and will also be 
in use. This building is especially 
designed for the second-year boys in 
the school, The removal of the old 
Brick House in front of Adams and 
Bishop Halls has greatly improved 
the appéarance of the hill, The new 
Ishain Infirmary is also nearing 
completion, and will be available for 
use shortly after the opening of the 
school year. The basement of the 
Archaeology Building has been en- 
tirely remodeled during the summer 
and it to be used as,a combined res- 
taurant, reading and lounging room. 

On the faculty several changes 
have been made. Mr, George T. 
Eaton, long in the service of the 
school, has been granted a_ year’s 
leave of absence and is now traveling 
in Europe. His work will be taken 
by Mr. Glenn R. Bennett, a graduate 
of Clark University and for the past 
year an instructor in the Salisbury 
School. Mr. Claude A. Pifer, a grad- 
uate of »vabash College, Indiana, and 
a Rhodes Scholar, who has been do- 
ing additional work in Columbia Uni- 
versity during the past year, will join 
the English department. Mr. Clar- 
ence H. Thutber, a graduate of Col- 
gate University, has been secured to 
teach English and to -assist in the 
physical department. Frederick W. 
H. Stott, a recent graduate of Am- 
herst College, will conduct new 
courses to be established this year in 
public speaking and debating. Rus- 
sell D. Warren, Harvard S. B., will 
take Mr. Cheetham’s place ‘as assist- 
ant in Physics and Chemistry. Carl 
F. Pfatteicher will take the place for 
merly held’ by Mr. Ashton as in- 
Structor in music.

The Use of Middlemen 


We read in the papers that one of 
the chief causes of the high cost of 
living is the big profits of what are 
called the middlemen. In some 
cases this may be true; but it is also 
true that these middlemen compete 
with each other in the. selling of 
merchandise. 

A store-keeper, or as they term it 
in England, a shop-keeper, is a nec- 
essary and useful man. You make 
an article, I don’t care what the 
article may be, and you need a mid- 
dleman to sell it. The store-keeper, 
for his own advantage, does not hide 
the article he tries to sell in the 
cellar. He puts it in his window or 
in a place where it is easily seen. 
You are busy making the goods; he 
is doing all he can to sell the goods. 
I don’t care whether it is a saw or a 
hammer, a chair or a piece of cotton 


cloth, this middleman guts your 
goods before the public and sells 
them. In the days of “auld lang 


syne” the weaver after weaving his 
web put it on his back and went 
from house to house selling a yard 
or two now and again. Today the 
weaver stays at his loom and the 
store-keeper and his assistants do 
the selling. 

One of the theories of the rabid 
socialist is that the middleman is a 
useless robber and that what is called 
a co-operative store is what is want- 
ed. The co-operative store is some- 
times a success. The greatest bene- 
fit of these stores is that the share- 
holders find out that cash payments 
for goods is a good investment and 
the habit of saving instead of equan- 
dering their dearly won dollar is en- 
gendered. 

Rochdale, a town in England Tt 
know well, has made a success of 
this co-operative store business. At 
the same time it is true that if people 
paid for goods on delivery the mid- 
dleman would have no bad debts and 
could afford to sell his goods cheaper. 
Supply and demand to a great extent 
regulate the price of an article. Last 
year there was a poor crop of pota- 
toes here and we all know that other 
countries sent us hundreds of tons, 
, and yet the price of these imported 
potatoes was just twenty-five cents 
a bushel dearer to us on account of 
the tariff. 

The farmer who keeps cows would 
be better to have a middleman to 
come to the farm for the milk and

Ducks and Geese 


In its Crop Report for August, just 
issued, the State Board of Agricul- 
ture includes an article by John H. 
Robinson, editor of “Farm Poultry,” 
on “Ducks and Geese.” <A copy of 
this Crop Report may be had by ap- 
plying to J. Lewis Ellsworth, Secre- 
tary of the State Board of Agricul- 
ture, 136 State House, Boston. 

As to the necessity of these birds 
having access to water in large 
amounts he says: 

“While both ducks and geese like 
the water and will spend a great deal 
of time in it if they have the oppor- 
tunity to do so, they can be grown 
without water except for drinking 
purposes, If they can conveniently 
be given access to water, they are 
easier to care for, more contented 
and keep themselves cleaner, But, 
while both are water birds, their 
habits are in some things quite dif- 
ferent. A duck devotes its attention 
more to the insect life along streams. 
A flock of ducks will often follow a 
little stream for a. mile or two, eat- 
ing the small forms of life in the 
shallow water and the insects that 
hover near the surface of the water, 
and be too far away at night to re- 
turn home. Ducks will live almost 
wholly on animal food if they can 
get it in a fresh, natural condition. 
While geese like the water, the prin- 
cipal part of their food—when they 
can get it—is tender grass and leaves 
of vegetables, and they will graze for 
hours just like sheep.” ; 

In regard to the influence of arti- 
ficial hatching on the industry Mr. 
Robinson has the following to say: 

“Where large numbers of ducks are 
grown, hatching is usually by the 
artificial method. In the early days 
of duck farming on Long Island, 
where the industry began in this 
country, all the hatching was” done 


with hens. In those days 5,000 ducks 
was considered a large number. Af- 
ter the introduction of machine 


hatching the industry grew amazing- 
ly. Before that it had been given 
quite an impetus by the introduction 
of the Pekin duck, which suited the 
growers better than anything they 
had previously known, and still suits 
them better than anything else that 
has been tried.”

Andover Prices 100 Years Ago 


We think living is very high now, 
but an old paper turns up this morn- 
ing which shows far higher prices a 
hundred years ago, The paper is a 
bill of goods furnished for Madam 
Phebe Phillips, widow of Judge Sam- 


uel Phillips, founder of Phillips 
Academy, who then lived at the 
home of Squire Farrar. Mark New- 


man, lately principal of the Academy, 
furnished the goods, perhaps from 
e old “hill store,” which he had 
built about 1810. Molasses cost 80 
cents the gallon, white sugar 15 1-2 
cents the pound, ginger 40 cents the 
pound, oil—doubtless whale oil for 
light—$1.67 the gallon, “2 dozen 
bread” 34 cents. (What kind of 
bread was sold by the dozen?) One 
pound of H. S. tea was bought, Sep- 
tember 12, 1812 (a hundred years ago 
today!) for one dollar. The cheapest 
article seems to be “2 doz. eggs, 12 
cents”—evidently a home production, 
not from “cold storage!” Of course 
the “war of 1812” would affect prices 
of imported goods. ; 
A Connecticut lady visiting Ando- 
ver inquires about a remote relative, 
Mr. William Abbott, who married 
Amelia Hull. He was evidently the 
son of Squire John Lovejoy Abbott, 
but his family is not given in the 
Abbott. Genealogy—did he live else- 
where? Of course there is one lady 
resident in Andover, who can answer 
the question instantly!
